NEW RIVER BOAT 


Dr. Benj. Brown Appears 


as an Inventor. 


HE HAS SECURED PATENTS 


For a BoatJ Which; He; Claims Will 


Revolutionize RIver.'.Travel— 


Is Conferring wlth;Boat 


Builders. 


Dr. Benj. Brown of Chicago, who li 


now in tho city, has just completed tak- 
ing out patent papers for a new steam- 
boat which he has Invented and wblch ha 
claims will revolutionize tbo navigation 
on such watera as oanala and tbo Mln- 
iasippi river. The invention is one on 
which Dr. Brown has been working lor 
many years past. He baa new finished 
bis wcrk and bas had the Invention cov- 
red by patent rights. 


The invention is that of a steam boat 


for rivers and shallow bodies of water 
which will make faster time than any ooat 
which has everjboen used 
The old boats 


used on the Mississippi river are pro- 
pelled by a stern wheel. Dr. Brown'i 
boat as shown by the working drawings, 
s so constructed that the bow and stern 
stand oat above the water. The middle 
part of the bottom of the boat is lower 
than the bow and stern and rests in the 
water. Instead of being propelled by a 
wheel tha boat Is mo\ed along by an end- 
ess chain on which are little paddlei. 
The chain runs under the bottom of the 
boat through the water and then goes up 
rhroDgh the upper part of tho boat just 
under tbe upper deck. The paddles are 
1 Inches in depth and extend from one 
ido of the boat to the other and are set a 
short distance apart. As the boat movei 
up stream against the current tbe reilit- 
nce of the water la met by tbe paddlei 


which cut through and carry tbe boat 
along. The endless chain is ball bearing 
and Is made to move by an engine In the 
ear of the boat. The endless chain li 
made up of little wheels which run on a 
rack. 


In the old'style boats there 'Is a great 


eslstance from tho water. Dr. Brown 


ia a that herein rests the advantage of 


his boat. He says that his boat does away 
with all resistance of the water as the 
iow and stern set above the water line 
nd the boat glides over tbe water against 
he current. He also claims that tbere ii 
no vibration felt In the boat, and that It 
will move faster than any river boat 
which bas yet been constructed. 


Dr. Brown has bad a handsome model, 


our feet long made to show tbe working!

Bowers, who started from Louisville 
in the early part of last summer.

ind skill palled him out of all difficul- 
ties so that his hands are now deep 
in Klondike £<Mi unle=« the promise of 
the latent news from him has all come 
;o naught. 


To begin with, Dr. Bowers started 


ivith a first rate outfit, and a sufficiency 
of moi.ej*. He was not an unsuccessful 
man trying a last chance, but. a well 
instructed and fairly prosperous phy- 
.-Iciaii, uho craved th« sudden wealth 
which the new gold land promised, for 
ilie s:ike of the ease and the leisure for 
study that its possession would give 
him.

A MECHANICAL EAR. 


Th« Ne'vr Device ncinff Tried on Our 


Buttle Ship*. 
[Copyright. 3898 ] 


The navy department has been led, 


recently, to look wot.h favor up<jn a de- 
vice for overt'oniing- one of the principal 
perils of tihe de«p, and it is probable 
t)hat our baU'.e ships and cruisers will 
be equipped therewith in the near fu- 
ture. It has received a trial on several 
vessels of the navy, among1 them the 
crack battle ship Indiana, and t,he re- 
sults have been satisfactory. 


The instrument in question is called 


Eophone, which is :i corruption of 
Ec'ho-phone—a machine for hearing- 
echoes, or rather for determining the 
Jireotioa of the sound. 
Steering by 


echo is a method long in use-. In th< 
fogs that descend upon the Xew Eng- 
land coast it would hardly be possible 
to find a way iu safety among, tie In- 
ntimbera.blc islands, fringed with daji- 
gerous leJpes, except by heeding the 
warning given by the echo-of the whis- 
tle from the naked rocks, or the greeoi 
ttallfi of spruee trees along- the shores.. 


Echo, however, has from the earliest 


times 
been 
famed 
as an 
elusive 


njvmph. She is a great ventriloquist, 
a& "poor Jack" has often learned to 
his cost. Her voice may seem to come 
from a dozen, different directions, or 
she may lie about her lurking* place 
with tie 'most definite malice. 


It was to reduce her doings to some 


order that the Eophone was invented. 
Its first use was in locating- icebergs. 
A.n iceberg- gives uack a strong1 echo, 
out is often bewildering- in a fog. A 
mariner knows that an icebrcrg- !s near, 
but jnst where it iies is beyond his 
power to guess. The Eophonei how- 
ever, makes no trouble of it. 


The principal elemenl* of tils instm- 


ment are tv\o sound receivers or coV 
lecting devices separated by a vertical 
partition or vine, the whole reiohiiig 
on a \ertical axis so that, the receivers 
can be directed t&any pointedi'hecom- 
pass. Xow iJ, is e\ ident that, if tlm vane 
points directly at the- object which is 
emitting a -sound, an equal number of 
sound waves will enter each of the re- 
ceivers, but if it is turned in any other 
direction, one of tlie recehers will be 
shielded by the vane, and will get less 
sound than the other. 


From each recehcr a tube extends to 


an car of the operator. He. hears, at 
first, a relative!} weak sound with the 
other. 
Then he turrs t.he- instrument 


about until the sounds are equal, and 
a compass- reading- gives him the bear- 
ing-, which he transmits to the. officer 
in charge of the wheel. 


!N"ot only can the echo from an ice- 


be-rg be heard by the Eophone, but the 
rippling of water against it, though 
that would be quite inaudible by the 
unaided air. The. use of the instrument 
in a channel marked by bell buoys, au-> 
tomatic whistles, and ether devices, is 
obvious.

What will probably be the greatest and 
lost interesting murder case ever fled 
n Slacon county began this morning in 
be circuit court before Judge Vail.
